FEET IN PARACHUTE 


Lands on California Mountain 
Peaks After Becoming 
Lost in Fog. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 
Dropping 9000 feet in his para- 
chute from an_— airmail plane, 
Dick Bowman, Pacific Air Trans- 
port flyer, was found safe yester- 
day in the mountains near Castaic, 
Cal. ' 

Lost in a heavy fog, his ship 
reeling and his instruments “act- 
ing up,” Bowman took to his para- 
chute and dropped to the moun- 
tain peaks. 
under his parachute from the rain 
and cold. A search was. started 
for the pilot yesterday when he 
was reported missing. 

Bowman took off from Saugus, 
35 miles north of here, about 2 a 
m. with mail for Seattle. The mail 
had been taken by truck to Sau 
because of the heavy fog whic 
blanketed the Los Angeles air ficid. 
Twenty miles from Saugus, Bow- 
man encountered heavy fog rolling 
toward him before a strong wind. 
He spiraled upwards to surmount 
it.

The rescued men appeared much 
phaken by the sinking of their ves- 
gel. some of them even declaring 
that sharks devoured victims as 
they struggled in the water. 

The crew said that the lifeboats 
of the Mafalda were lowered when 
the ship was rapidly sinking. 

The crew told how women and 
ehildren, struggled in the water 
and were drowned in th. darkness. 

Four passengers rescued by the 
Mosella died from exhaustion after 
being taken aboard. 

Some of the passengers of the 
Mosella were inclined to criticize 
those in command of the Mafalda, 
declaring that there was a two- 
hour delay in the lowering of the 
life-boats, the boats being lowered 
only when the ship was sinking 
fast. 

Capt. Privat of the Mosella ex- 
pressed belief that it was not an ex- 
aggeration to say that there were 
400 dead. Other advices indicate 
fewer than 100 perished. 

Capt. Privat told the Chief of 
Police and the Italian Consul here 
the following:

RISKS LIFE TO AVERT 
BOMBING OF HOUSE 


‘Watchman Cuts Burning Fuse 
—Third Attempt to Wreck 
A. L. Woas’ Home.

A stick of dynamite with burn- 
ing fuse was thrown from an auto- 
mobile last night at the. $40,000 
home of Albert L. Woas, building 
contractor, at 6940 Delmar boule- 
vard, University City, but a wide- 
awake watchman cut of? the fuse 
and prevented an explosien. 

The watchman, who risked his 
life to save nis employer's proper-' 
ty, was James Stinson, 22 years 
old, who lives near Kirkwood. 

Woas has offered a reward for 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the vandals who 
three itmes have attempted to 
wreck his new home,. The porch 
was burned, by a torch or ex- 
plosive, in the first attempt. A 
bomb was set cff in the house last 
Friday night, causing $2000 dam- 
age. Because of the damage, Woas 
was unable to move his family into 
the house, and only the watchman 
was there last night. 

Three times last night, Stinson 
noticed a large touring car, which 
he thinks was a Packard, pass in 
front of the hause. There were 
two men in the car, and on the 
third trip, §tinson heard one say 
to the other: “Get ready,” after 
which the dynamite was hurled 
through the air, landing on the soft 
lawn, about 10 feet from the north- 
east corner of the house. 

Stinson was seated in a canvas 
chair on the lawn. A carpenter by 
trade, his employer had pressed 
him iftto emergency service as a 
night watchman, but he still car- 
ried a sharp pocket knife on his 
person, in addition to a revolver 
and flashlight. 

Stinson jumped from his chair, 
opened hfs knife and cut off the 
burming end of the fuse, which 
was a foot long. It burns at the 
rate of a foot a minute. There 
was eight inches remaining, when 
the end had been cut off, indicat- 
ing speedy action on the part of 
Stinson. The dynamite itself was 
14 inches long and 1% inches 
thick, with a percussion cap set 
in one end of the stick. 

Woas told police 80 per cent of 
the work on the house was per- 
formed by union men, but the 
union had protested against his use 
of old, nonunion employes for the 
other work. 

Woas sadi the bombing of his 
home would not intimidate him 
and announced he would move into 
the new house with his family dur- 
ing the afternoon, He said that, 
with his family occupying the 
place, he does not believe the 
house will be bombed any more. °*

Eventually Prosecutor meer en | 
reached his climax and fired this 
question: “Mr. Everhart, where did 
you get the bonds which you pro- 
duced in Pueblo on May 29?” 

The witness instantly reiterated 
his refusal to answer and turned 
to the bench almost in agony. Rob- 
erts relentlessly demanded an an- 
swer. If he could, he was going to 
force Everhart to tell. Justice 
Siddons decided to hear arguments 
and dismissed the jury for the day. 

Did All but Accuse Client. 

Douglas, protesting Everhart’s 
right to keep silent, did everything 
but aecuse his client of taking part 
in the conspiracy. In his anxiety 
over Everhart's perilous position, 
he almost accused him of being an 
accessory. 

Roberts, ironically enough, was 
arguing that Everhart’s statement 
that he had no connection with the 
lease, showed that he could not 
have been guilty, and therefore 
could not incriminate himself. 
Upon the question of forcing Ever- 
hart to answer the crucial question 
of where he got the bonds, the 
Court resolved to take counsel with 
himself, and recessed until tomor- 
row. What Everhart will do if di- 
rected to answer, furnished a sub- 
ject for speculation. 
Prosecution Launches Effort to 
Show Fall Got Bonds, 

Having established the sinister 
circumstances under which the 
Teapot. Dome naval oil reserve was 
handed over to Sinclair by Fall, 
the prosecution in the conspiracy 
trial of the two men today 
launched.upon its effort to prove 
that:Fall was influenced by Liberty 
Bonds. 

In other words, the Government 
had shown what Sinclair got out of 
this illegal transaction and now it 
proposed to show what Fall got. 
Sinclair got the Government’s oil, 
and the Government contends that 
Fall got $255,550 in bonds. 

Chief Prosecutor Roberts did 
not loiter. He at once calied 
LL. T. Rule, cashier of the 
First National] Bank of Pueblo, 
Colo., who testified that, on May 
29, 1922, less than two months aft- 
er the lease was signed, Ever- 
hart, Fall’s son-in-law and business 
partner, brought $90,000 in Liberty 
Bonds to the bank and placed them 
in a deposit box carried in Fall's 
name. 

“What did he say about them?” 
asked Roberts. “‘He said they were 
Mr. Fall’s bonds,” replied the quiet- 
voiced youngish banker. 


Ninety Thousand-Dollar Bonds. 

There were $0 bonds of the de- 
nomination of $1000 each. The 
cuupons were detached from the 
bonds and deposited to the credit 
of the Tres Ritos Cattle and Land 
Co., which is jointly owned by Fall 
and Everhart, Rule continued. Sub- 
sequently thea, bonds were sent to 
some other destination, but $20.000 
of them came back. The bank 
bought them and deposited th: 
proceeds to tho account of the Tres 
Ritos company. (Tres Ritos is 
Spanish for “Three Rivers.” Fall's 
ranch was at Three Rivers, N. M.”) 
A volley of objections from the 
defense greeted this ne\. assault. 
Those by Fall’s counsel were by 


lent, Sinclair’s attorneys blandly 
disclaiming all knowledge of or 
connection.with this transaction 
insofar as their client is concerned. 
Fall’s lawyers protested that Fall 
could not be held for what his e-n- 
in-law said or did. Justice Siddons 
smiled wryly and waved the wit- 
ness to proceed, which he did, with 
numerous references to his records 
and papers. Fall again expostu- 
lated audibly to his counsel for 
their failure to make objections 
which he wanted made. 
Fall Pays Off His Debts. 

Fall and his son-in-law were 
deeply in debt. The M. D. Thatcher 
Estates Co. had loaned Falt $15,- 
000, Everhart $83,000 and their 
Tres Ritos Co. $10,000—a total of 
$108,000—and as security for these 
leans it held +1! of that comypany’s 
P stock. ' 

These debts were paid off with 
the proceeds of stilt other Liberty 
bonds produced by Everhart. In 
addition to the first $90,000, he 
produced another $140,000, 

These he sold to the Thatcher 
Company at par and accrued in- 
terest. The Thatcher Company 
took out of the purchase price the 
$798,000 due it, and the remainder 
of the money was distrfbuted to 
Fall, Everhart and the Tres Ritos 
Cempany. 

“All of these bonds since 
heen traced back to the Continental 
Trading Company Ltd. This cor- 
poration had accumulated a 
profit of $8,060,000 by  pur- 
chasing 33,000,000 barrels of oil 
from A. E. Humphreys and selling 
it to companies in which Sinclair 
was interested. Sinclair was one 
of those who guaranteed that the 
Continental would perform its con- 
tract but he denies that he was in- 
terested in it. The prosecution 
contends that the Continental was 
organized as a convenient way of 
a-cumulatingz a huge bribery fund. 
The remainder of its funds never 
have been traced. 

Harry M. Blackmer, who was 
chairman of the board of the Mid- 
west Refining Co., a subsidiary of 
the Standard Oil of Indiana, and 
James E. O’Neil, prec:dent of the 
Prairie Oil & Gas Co., were among 
those present when the deal with 
Humphreys was made. Both fled 
to Europe to avoid testifying in 
this case. Others present were 
Sinclair and R. W. Stewert, now 
chairman of the board of the 
Standard of Indiana. Stewart has 
been subpenaed to testify in this 
trial. He denies having had any 
interest in the Continenéal. 

Rule became noticeably reluctant 
as a witness for Roberts and be- 
came noticeably eager as a. wit- 
ness for the defénse on cross-ex- 
amination.

Justice Siddons’ Ruling on Admis- 

sion of Testimony. 

After reserving his ruling for six 
days, Justice Siddons today held 
that sworn testimony given by Sin- 
clair and Fall four years ago be- 


‘fore the Walsh Comr-ittee Inves- 


tigating Oil Leases, cannot be used 
cgainst them in the present trial. 
The ruling was made under a 
statute which provides that the 
testimony of a witness before a 
Congressional committee cannot 
subsequently be used against him 
in @ criminal prosecution. 

The Government, in offering tes- 
timony given by Sinclair in Octo- 
ber and December, 1928, argued 
that, in failing to claim his im- 
munity under the statute at that 
time, he had waived it. 

Opposing counsel had agreed to 
stipulate certain . facts, to-wit: 
That Sinclair appeared before the 
Committee Oct. 29 and again on 
Dec. 4, both times in response to 
notices, nut subpenas; that he was 
not sworn the first time, but was 
sworn the second time. 

Dismissing the jury, Justice Sid- 
dons launched into a_ prolonged 
discussion, in which he recited the 
history of the statute and the his- 
tory of cases arising under the 
rule against compulsory’ self-in- 
crimination. While the committee 
investigation was a legislative, not 
a judicial proceeding, he said, the 
committee had the power to call 
witnesses, swear them and punish 
them for failure to appear. The 
latter fact is very well known to 
Sinclair, who is under a _  four- 
months jall sentence for refusing 


to testify upon a later occasion bé 


fore the committee. 

Because Sinclair was not sworn 
on Oct. 29, his testimony in that 
instance was not legal testimony, 
and therefore not subject to the 
immunity conferred by the act, the 
Justice said, therefore it was ad- 
missible as evidence in this trial.

MADRID, Oct. 27.—Ruth Elder, 
American aviatrix, and her copilot, 
Capt. George W. Haldeman. ar- 
rived in a Junkers airplane from 
Lisbon at 2:16 p. m. 

The American flyers were met 
by American Ambassador Ogden 
Hammond and the commanding 
officer of the Spanish aviation 
service. After the reception sire 
and Capt. Haldeman went to the 
American Embassy, where they 
will be guests until] their departure 
for France, 

One of the machine’s three mo- 
tors failed about 90 miles out of 
Madrid. 

Miss Elder, who drove the plane 
part of the time, alternating with 
the regular pilot, said the accident 
to the plane was “of no impor- 
tance” because of the extra motors, 
although without them “we would 
have been killed, for it would have 
been impossible to glide to a land- 
ing.” 

Besides Miss Elder and George 
Haldeman, her co-pilot on the 
trans-Atlantic venture, there were 
a half dozen passengers. 


LISBON, Portugal, Oct. 27.— 
Ruth Elder and her co-pilot, 
George Haldeman, hopped off from 
the Aiverca airdrome in a Junkers 
plane for Madrid, Spain, 300 miles 
from here, early today. The .1- 
verca airdrome is 15 miles from 
Lisbon. 

Miss Elder, whose visit to Lis- 
bon had been somewhat marred by 
an attack of influenza which con- 
fined her to her bed for some 
hours yesterday, was feeling better 
today. It had. beén feared that her 
illness might prevent her departure 
for Madrid, but her condition im- 
proved greatly last night and to- 
day it was announced she and 
Haldeman, co-pilot of the Amer- 
ican Girl,- their plane which 
was forced down at sea, would go 
on to Paris by airplane, after the 
stop at Madrid. 

Miss Elder was accompanied to 
the Alverca Airdome by American 
Minister Fred Morris Dearing, and 
by a number of Portuguese avia- 
tors and newspaper men. 

Just before Miss Elder entered 
the plane, Major Cibkaduart, rep- 
resenting the Portuguese Aero Club, 
presented her with a medal of 
honor.

BARGE LINE EQUIPMENT. 
From the New Orleans Times-Picayune. 
AR SECRETARY DAVIS announces 


that be has asked the Department of 
Commerce to make the survey of the Mis- 
sissippi-Warrior Barge Line operations re- 
cently requested by barge line users who 
urge increase of the service’s equipment. At 
the same time Mr. Davis “indicated’’ that 
his department would not recommend to 
Congress the increase of the waterway cor- 
poration’s capital, asked by the shippers as 
means Of financing the equipment needs. 
This latter intimation follows the line of 
President Coolidge’s comment when the 
project was presented to him by a commit- 
tee of barge line users. A White House 
statement at that time declared the Cool- 
idge position to be in effect that since the 
Federal barge lines were “in the nature 
of demonstration lines,” extemsion of the 
barge service should be left to private capi- 
tal and initiative. Secretary Davis’ reluc- 
tance to commit his department to support 
of a plan cold-shouldered by the chief ex- 
ecutive is not surprising. 

But the barge line users gain one—and 
perhaps the more important—of their two 
objectives with the order for a survey of 
the barge line operations. The shippers as- 
sert that the tonnage offered the barges 
both for southbound and northbound trans- 
portation has so far outgrown the available 
facilities that much of it has to be refused, 
to their injury and loss. They seek the 
provision of additional equipment both for 
the upper and the lower Mississippi lines. 
Where Mr. Coolidge deals with a theory, 
they are dealing with actual conditions. The 
Commerce Department’s survey likewise wiil 
deal with actual conditions. If its findings 
of fact with respect to the growth of river 
traffic and the insufficiency by barge equip- 
ment confirm the statements submitted by 
the shippers themselves, the need of ad- 
ditional equipment for its service will be 
officially established. With this controlling 
fact of the case beyond dispute, Congress 
will then have to choose between stringing 
along with Mr. Coolidge’s theories, or re- 
lieving a traffic situation that plainly needs 
relief by enabling the Inland Waterways 
Corporation to obtain the additional facili- 
ties required by its growing business. 


POWER OF THE PRESS. 
From the Baltimore Evening Sun, 
IRTUALLY complete returns this morn- 


ing indicate that the voters of Maine 
have sustained the direct primary law by a 
vote of almost two to one against the pro- 
posal to repeal! it.

Now the man who says this 
is the same young gentleman who was the 
Assistant Secretary under Edwin Denby 
when the Navy Department consented to 
turning over the Teapot Dome and Elk 
Hills naval reservations to Messrs. Doheny 
and Sinclair, both of whom have been found 
guilty’ by the Supreme Court of having 
corruntly acquired these great resources. 
It has been alleged on Roosevelt’s behalf 
that he did not understand the significance 
of Teapot Dome, though he has been 
charged with drafting the transfer order 
which President Harding signed, but, as we 
said at the time, a son of that President of 
the United States who sponsored and for- 
warded the conservation policy has no right 
to plead ignorance on such a score. In- 
stead of resigning in protest, young Roose- 
velt had his brother made vice president of 
one of Sinclair’s companies; the brother la- 
ter testified that he drew a fat salary, but 
did practically nothing. The same Theo- 
dore Roosevelt himself signed the order for 
the sending of a handful of armed marines 
under Capt. G. K. Shuler to the Teapot 
Dome reserve for the purpose of expelling 
certain trespassers, in the interest of Mr. 
H. F. Sinclair. Mr. Roosevelt is one of the 
last men in America to talk to Gov. Smith 
about civic virtue.

Had Been Tried for 


Murder of Father.

SEDALIA, Mo., Oct. 27.—A few 
hours after her son had been ac- 
quitted of muricring his father, 
Mrs. Bertha Patterson, 45 years 
old, ended her life last night by 
taking poison, at her farm 72% 
miles north of Sedalia, at Long- 
wood, 

The father, Ferry Patterson, was 
shot to death Feb. 12 as he and 
his sons, Henry and John, were 
returning home fr & saw-imill. 
The sons said at e time that 
their father had stumbled over a 
log, accidentally discharging «a 
shotgun he carried,. and fatally 
wounding himself. 

The case was reopene!] some time 
jater,when John and his mother told 
the authorities that Ferry Patter- 
son had been killed by his son, 
Henry. 

Henry, who is 22 years old, went 
on trial in Circuit Court here yes- 
terday, charged with second-degree 
murder. After a few State wit- 
nesses had. presented evidence 
which the defense contended was 
insufficient, the Court, without 
awating for defense testimony. in- 
structed the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guilty. This was done. 

Both the mother and John Pat- 
terson “fronted” for the son and 
brother and in testimony they of- 
fered failed to substantiate their 
former statements, 

The mother returned home, ate 
a lights upper, and swallowed pol- 
son, dying soon afterward. She is 
survived by five children.

GRACIOUS SERVING. 
EAR MRS. BEECKMAN: 
D In a home without a mother 
and without servants whom 
shail father service first at dinner? 
The oldest daughter or the guests? 
If you have space let us have a few 
rules on this. PERPLEXED. 

I wish I could give you per- 
fectly definite rvles about this. But 
the form varies very much in this 
country. Asa general rule in 
America the hostess is served first. 
This is undoubtedly a “left-over” 
from the times when food and bev- 
erages were tasted by the head of 
the -table to indicate that they 
lacked poison and therefore that it 
was quite all right for the guests to 
partake. A comforting idea, this! 

Later, of course, came the justifi- 
cation of this order of service in 
the fact that, when the food was 
served in a complicated form (as 
foods used to be served), it was 
pleasant and fortifying for the 
guests to be able to watch the host- 
ess serve herself to the compli- 
cated dish—and then “follow suit” 
in her own service. 

And so the form of serving the 
hostess first has persisted. That 
is, i: general. However, in Eu- 
rope, this order of service is con- 
sidered very bad form, for, of 
course, Europeans are very punc- 
tillous about the indication of 
honor and guest courtesy. 
~@lieve that the guest of honor 
should be served first, that this in- 
dicates a further compliment to 
the guest Of honor. And indeed it 
does. 

This sequence of service—the 
guest of honor first—is growi1_; in

idly of late. But there still is no 
definite rule on the subject, 

So much for the general poin: of 
view abo.’ this question.
